The Convention appointed James Van Ingen and Jofeph 
Conflent to be their Secretaries. 

Volckert A. Douw was appointed Sergeant at Arms, and 

Benjamin Whipple Door-keeper to the Convention.

Mr. E, L'Hommedieu, from the committee to whom was refer. 
red the certificate of Uri Tracy, the prefent Clerk of Chenango 
county, and a certificate of Samuel 8. Breefe, the late Clerk of 
faid county, relative to the eleaion of Delegates to ferve in this 
Convention from the faid county, reported-— 

That Beles Cary claims a right to a feat, by virtue of a 
certificate from Samuel Sydney Breefe, as Clerk of the faid 
county, dated the tenth day of September laft, ftating, that by the 
returns made to him from feven towns therein enumerated (and 
that no other towns had made any returns to him) Stephen Hoxie 
and the [aid Anfon Cary had been duly elefled, in purfuance of 
an AQ, entitled “an Aét recommending a Convention for the 
purpofes therein mentioned,” as Delegates for faid county :— 

That John W. Buckley claims a right to a feat, by virme of a cer~ 
tificate from Uri Trag, alfo figning his name as Clerk of the 
faid county, dated the fourteenth day of September laft, ftat- 
ing, that by the returns made to Samuel Sydney Brecfe, and al- 
fo by the returns from three other towns of the faid county, 
made to him within the limited time, as Clerk of the faid coun- 
ty, Stephen Hoxie and Fohn W. Buckley had been duly cle@- 
ed as Delegates from the [aid county. 

The committee further reported, 

That the county of Chenango is entitled to be reprefented by 
two Delegates :-— 

‘That on the thirteenth day of Auguft laft a commiffion iffued 
from the office of the Secretary of State, appointing Uri Tracy 
Clerk of the faid county, and that on the preceding day a Super- 
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ideas iffaed from the fame office forthe removal of the thid Sm 
‘mucl Sydney Breefe from the faid office of Clerk of the faid county :— 

That the faid Uri Tracy received his commiffion and took 
the oaths of office before he received the returns of votes from 
the towns mentioned in his certificate, and that thofe returns were 
made to him within the time limited by law for making the 
faid returns :-— 

That from the beft information the committee have been a- 
ble to obtain, the Superfedeas to the faid Samuel Sydney Breefe 
was not ferved upon him until after the time limited by law for 
making the returns of votes to the Clerks of the refpedtive 
counties. 

The committee therefore are of opinion, that the cafe between 
the before mentioned contending applicants refolves itfelf into. 
this fingle queftion :—Whether Uri Tracy, after having received 
his commiffion and qualified as Clerk of the county of Chenan- 
go, and before a Superfedeas was ferved on Samuel Sydney Breefe, 
the late Clerk, was by law authorifed to receive the returns of 
votes taken at the faid Eleflion, and to afcertain who were the 
perfons duly elefed ? 

The committee, without expreffing any opinion on the faid 
queftion, but in order to bave the fame determined by this Con- 
vention, report the following refolution :— 

Refolved, That is entitled to his 
feat in this Convention, as a Delegate duly eleéted and return- 
ed in and for the county of Chenango, and that he be admit- 
ted to his feat accordingly. 

Ordered, That the faid report and refolution be committed 
to a committee of the whole. 

Mr. E. L'Hommedicu, from the committee to whom was re- 
ferred the petition of Rufus Eaflon and others, flating that Hen- 
ry Huntington was ele&led a member of this Convention, and 
not Fofeph Kirkland, who is returned as a member for the 
fame ; reported— 

That it appears to the committee from fatisfaftory documents 
from the Clerk of Oneida county, that in the town of Bridge. 
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water * Huntington Henry” had three votes, W' 
ty to Jofeph ‘Kirkland above Henry Huntington, i 
county, of two votes :— 

That from ike fatisfa@tory documents of the Clerk 
of the faid town of Bridgewater, jt appears to the 
committee, that by the return of the Infpe@ors of the faid town, 
recorded in his office, “ Henry Huntington” had three votes, 
which gives him a majority of one vote in the faid county a- 
pbove the faid Fofeph Kirkland. 

It farther appears by the oath of Fob Tyler, Super- 
vifor of the faid town, who, together with Levi Carpen- 
ter, jun. and Peabody Fitch, were Infpe€lors of the faid eleéti- 
on, that on canvalling the votes of the faid town, there 
appeared to be three votes given for and in the name of * Her: 
ry Huntington,” and that there was no vote given for and in 
the name of * Huntington Henry ;” and that the faid Infpefors 
made out one certificate certifying three votes to have been gi- 
ven for “ Henry Huntington ;” and that he fuppoled the other 
certificate was a tranfcript of the firft. 

Tt further appears by the affidavits of Charles Green and John 
Rhodes, that they feverally, at the cleQion for Delegates in the 
faid town of Bridgewater, gave in their ballots for * Henry 
Huntington.” 

‘The coinmittee are therefore of opinion, upon the foregoing 
faQs, that Henry Huntington was duly eleGied a Delegate to 
this Convention in and for Oncida county, and in conformity 
thereto fubmit the following refolution: 

Refolved, That Henry Huntington hath been duly ele&ed a 
Delegate to this Convention in and for the county of Oneida, in- 
ftead of Fofeph Kirkland returned as fuch, and that the {aid Hen- 
ry Huntington be admitted to his feat accordingly ; and that the 
feat of the {aid Fofeph Kirkland be vacated. 

Ordered, That the (aid report and refolution be committed to 
acommittee of the whole.

Whereas fuch articles of the Conftitution of this flate, as re- 
Jate to the number of the Affembly and Senators, have, by the 
rapid increafe of population, become inconvenient in praftice : 

And whereas the Legillature of this ftate, by their a& paffed 
the fixth day of April lat, did propofe to the citizens of this 
flate, to ele&t by ballot, Delegates to meet in Convention, for 
the purpole of confidering the parts of the Conttitution of this 
ftate, refpefting the canbe of Senators and members of Af- 
fembly in this tate, and with power to reduce and limit the 
number of them as the faid Convention might deem proper : 
and alfo, for the purpofe of confidering and determining the 
true conftruflion of the twenty-third article of the Conftitution 
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of this Mate, relative to the right of nomination to office— 
but with no other power or authority whatfoever : 

‘And whereas the people of this flate have eletted the mem- 
bers of this Convention for the purpofes above expreffed ; 
and this Convention having maturely confidered the fubjeéis 
thus fubmitted to their determination, do in the name and by 
the authority of the People of this ftate, ordain, determine, 
and declare: 

Firft. That the number of the members of the Aifembly, here- 
after to be elefted, fhall be one hundred, and {hall never exceed 
one hundred and fifty.
